Probably he was 
morally dishonest to begin with, no differ- 
ent from scores and hundreds of office- 
seekers prejudiced and thoughtless roters 
elect with open eyes. It pays to use some 
care and discrimination in the selection of 
our public officials.

Perhaps the discarding of mental gym-

Al- 
most every teacher who is at all'familiar 
with the speech habits of school children 
outside of the class room has seen the fu- 
tility of the empty drilling and parrot- 
like reciting of the grammar hour. It is 
now admitted on all sides that we have 
in the past over-emphasized parsing and 
conjugating and that more recent device 
for the torture of the school child's mind, 
known as diagramming. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that the teaching of 
grammar as it was practiced 25 or 30 
years ago -has been supplanted in a large 
measure by methods less irksome and 
more fruitful to both teacher and pupil. 


We cannot afford to be less diligent in 


our efforts to correct slovenly speech ha- 
bits and to preserve the purity and effec- 
tiveness of a language in which is writ- 
ten so much of the world's besfliferature, 
and which is the most widely used tongue 
in the world. If it is our intention to 
preserve the English language, and not 
merely to pad a school curriculum, it 
should be impressed upon the pupil that 
cultural and commercial opportunity de- 
pends in a great part on one's knowledge 
of his mother tongue and on a desire to 
use this knowledge to the best of his 
ability. 
Slovenly speech, the pupil 


should be made to understand, is as likely 
to bring the user of it into disrepute as 
is slovenly appearance in the matter of 
clothes. To this end the home can great- 
ly assist the school. 


THE STATE OF MIND 


•Any time since the war's close it might 


-lave been possible to settle the repara- 
tions question had the statesmen and poli- 
ticians of the leading governments been 
in a congenial state of mind. 
There is 


a way to adjust an issue of this kind, 
and everybody knew that this issue would 
be found some day, some how, But the 
statesmen and politicians did not lead 
their nations nor cooperate. 


Now that a fair report has been made, 


all governments directly or. indirectly con- 
cerned accept it readily. And it is notice- 
able that a sentiment of live optimism 
pervades Europe. The governments of 
Europe are in the right state of mind, 
and so are the* people. 


Time is a factor in human undertak- 


ings, especially in those in which there is 
pronounced difference of opinion. Con- 
ditions seem to change; they do. in fact, 
change but they change without shifting 
opinion. As these changes occur bias and 
selfishness alter, giving new viewpoints. 
Then the state of mind is brighter. 


Most of our vexations and doubts and 


troubles arc internal, though we blazae 
our external circumstances for them. "We 
might master them by willing for our- 
aelvcs the right state of mind. 


WHAT ONE READS COUNTS 


Because a man has the reputation of 


being "well read" does not mean that he 
reads onmivorously. Franklin is'often 
pictured as a man who read everything 
he could acquire, even taking time from 
his -work to read.. But in Franklin's day 
literature had not been commercialized to 
the extent to which it is today and only 
the very best thought on any subject ever 
found its way into type. 


It is worse than a waste of time to read 


much of the diatribe that is today print- 
ed for the dollars a guillible public will 
pay for it. 
It not only serves no "wor- 


thy purpose but inculcates a perverted 
viewpoint of 'the fundamental facts of 
life itself. .The number of things which 
it is desirable to read is so large and the 
average person's leisure so limited that 
much discrimination should be exercised 
in the selection of reading matter. 


There is such a thing, also, as exces- 


sive reading of books to which no objec- 
tion can be raised. It may cause mental 
indigestion. .In some persons it is not 
conductive to'original thinking, since 
they get in the habit of depending on the 
things which they find in print instead 
of working out problems for themselves. 


It is best to choose reading matter 


carefully and deliberately, and to read 
carefully and with full understanding. 
Th* quality of what is perused is what 
counts, not the quantity.

purely for the sake of sarcasm, whereas mine, as It 
seem, to me. has some extenuation. 
When I as- 


sure somebody there Is no such thing as catarrah. 
nervous breakdown, acute Indigestion, female weak- 
ness, open or closed pores, and the like, my ulterior 
and maybe subtle motive Is to arouse somebody's in- 
terost Jn his or her health to the extent of trying to 
find out what really Is the matter. I do not mean 
to bo disagreeable when I tell you something you 
know which Isn't so, Isn't so. 
The little ulcers or sores you describe so well, 


which you say van' from the- size of your head to 
that of my mind, are In aU probability, It gives me 
great pain and anguish to admit, canker sores. I 
might even sympathize with you Just a wee trifle 
about them, for I was subject to them myself. But 
I must not do so, for It would bo out of character. 
Imagine me sympathizing with anybody. 
I suggest that you touch each little sore daily 


with a mixture of glycerin and tincture of lodin, 
half and half, by means of a toothpick with the 
end wrapped with cotton and dipped in the mixture 
—a fresh application for each .ore each time, and 
Just a gentle touch. Then fix up a saturated solu- 
tion of boric acid, by dissolving a tablespoonful 
of boric acid In a pint of freshly boiled water, or a 
little more boric acid if all of that dissolves, and 
rinse the mouth gently with it, tepid' or gently 
warmed, half a dozen times a day or oftener. par- 
ticularly before and after taking food.
